Priority

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 4-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim 3. Claims 4-7 are dependent on a multiple 
dependent claim 3. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-7 not been 
further treated on the merits. 

Specification 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is cleariy 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 , 2, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kowshik et al (USP 5,625,544). Kowshik (see figure 3A) discloses a 
diode chain and pumping capacitors for delivering high voltage current. The action of 
charging the capacitors in parallel and discharging them in series is inherent feature in 
this charge pump configuration. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kowshik et 
al (USP 5,625,544). 

Kowshik discloses the claimed invention except for the use of MEMS switches. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to MEMS switches since the examiner takes Official Notice of the equivalence of 
any type of switches be it MOSFET, Bipolar, SCR's etc. and MEMS switches for their 
use in the charge pump switching art and the selection of any of these known 
equivalents to turn on and off (to be switched) in a charge pump switching circuit would 
be within the level of ordinary skill in the art.
